Section 53(c)(ii-iii(aa)), of the MFMA require that of the 
Municipality’s Mayor to approve the SDBIP, within 28 days after 
the approval of the budget, as well as to comply with the MFMA in 
order to promote sound financial management.

The GTLM area has an interesting 
and ancient geological heritage that 
is rich in minerals and 
palaeontological artefacts.

The area has uniform terrains that 
consist out of slightly irregular 
plains and pans, hills and 
escarpments. It lies between an 
altitude of llOOm -1300 m above 
sea level and has a slope factor of 
between 0-9 %. 

The area is characterized by 
semi-arid conditions and is 
located inside a summer rainfall 
area with a mean annual rainfall 
of between 300 - 400 mm per 
annum. Temperatures being 
experienced in the area vary 
between -9°C and 42°C with an 
average of 18°C.

A positive fact regarding education is that almost three quarters (75%) 
of the population have completed at least some secondary school 
education or higher. 

The number of people with Grade 12 will have to increase in future in 
order to improve the skills levels in the municipality. Currently only 
31% have finished school and only 13% have tertiary qualification. 
These low percentages will hamper human resource capacity and will 
have to be addressed.

During the survey an approximate monthly household income was 
obtained from the respondents. The Figure “Monthly Household 
Income” illustrates that the majority (26%) of the surveyed households 
fall within the Rl,600-R3,200pm bracket. The average income of the 
households is very low with almost none of the households reaching 
one of the top four income brackets.

The latest information as reflected in the Housing Strategy indicates 
that GTLM does have 80 009 housing units, this figure is almost double 
than that of STATSSA. 

The reality of this anomaly is to challenge the figures of STATSSA due 
to the many implications that this difference in number of households 
can have on the baseline and backlog figures with regard to basic 
service delivery as well as the calculation with regard to the DORA 
allocation to GTLM. GTLM is of the opinion that the DORA allocation 
should be substantially more due to the above mentioned scenario. 

GTLM is also of the opinion; based on the Housing GIS information; 
that the census data of 2001 and 2006 are irrelevant due to the fact that 
the data is very old, outdated and will only be used for reference 
purposes in reporting where the baseline refers back to the year 2006 to 
show multi-year progress and achievements. 

This anomaly was reflected at many high level engagements with 
Provincial Government Departments. 

The above mentioned statement then means that the table below need to 
be adjusted to reflect the current reality.

Buik supply of electricity, which includes for the purposes of such supply, the transmission, distribution and, where appllcable, the 
generation of electricity, and also the regulation, control and maintenance of the electricity reticulation network, tariff policies, 
monitoring of the operation of the facilities for adherence to standards and registration requirements, and any other matter pertaining 
to the provision of electricity in the municipal areas. 

5 

Fire Fighting Service 

Any function not included in the definition applicable to a district municipality, Includlng fighting and extinguishing of all fires; the rescue and 
protection of any person, animal or property in emergency situations not covered by other legislation or powers and functions. 

6 

Local Tourism 

The promotion, marketing and, if applicable, the development, of any tourist attraction within the area of the municipality with a vlew to attract 
touhsts; to ensure access, and municipal services to such attractions, and to regulate, structure and control the tourism industry in the 
municipal area subject to any provincial and national legislation, and without affecting the competencies of national/provincial government 
pertaining to “nature conservation”, “museums”, “libraries” and “provincial cultural matters”. 

7 

Municipal Airports 

Municipal airport means a demarcated area on land or water or a building which is used or intended to be used, either wholly or in 
part, for the arrival or departure of aircraft which includes the establishment and maintenance of such facility including all 

Infrastructure and services associated with an airport, and the regulation and control of the facility, but excludes airports falling within 
the competence ofnational and provincial governments 

Additionally, in relation to the district it is a “municipal airport” serving the area of the district municipality as a whole. 

In relation to the local municipality it is a “municipal airport” serving the area of the local municipality only. 

8 

Municipal Planning 

Munlclpal Planning means the compilation and implementation of an integrated development plan in terms of the Systems Act. 

Additionally in relation to the district municipality “municipal planning” means: 

Integrated development planning for the district as a whole, Includlng a framework for integrated development plans of all municipalities in the 
area of the district municipality. 

Additionally in relation to the local munlclpallty “municipal planning” means: 

Integrated development planning for the local municipality in accordance with the framework for integrated development plans prepared by 
the district municipality 

Development and implementation of a town planning scheme or land use management scheme for the municipality including administration 
of development applications in terms of special consents and rezonlngs.

It may therefore be advisable to establish integrated development planning and municipal planning as two separate functions.

Municipal Health 

Servlce 

Accordlng to the Minmec resolution in July 2002: 

Municipal Health Services to be defined as environmental health services, as defined in the latest draft of the National Health Bill, 
namely: for the protection, promotion and maintenance of human health, potable water guality monitoring, food control, waste 
management, control of premises, communicable disease control, vector control, envlronmental pollutlon control, disposal of the 
dead, chemical safety and noise control but excluding port health, malaria control and control of hazardous substances. 

This definition of municipal health service includes aspects of at least the following Schedule 4 Part B and Schedule 5 Part B functions: 

Air pollution 

Noise pollution 

Solid waste removal and & disposal 

Water and sanitation 

Licensing and control of undertakings that sell food to the publlc 

Control of public nuisances 

Facilities for the accommodation, care and burial of animals 

In order for the above definition of municipal health services to be enforceable, an amendment to at least the Municipal Structures Act will be 
reguired. The Minister for Provincial and Local Government has published regulations in the Government Gazette on 3 January 2003 for the 
municipal health services function, which will come into affect on 1 July 2004. In the interim, the MECs have made adjustments for the some 
of the functions listed above.
